From Canada, U.S. 
Conduct Courses 

Enrolments at this year’s Provincial 
Band Clinic (Olds — August 6 — 13), 
have increased substantially. We expect 
to have 22 bandmasters and 45 instru¬ 
mentalists. These students come from 
every part of the Province. It is par¬ 
ticularly gratifying that so many band¬ 
masters are taking advantage of the 
courses offered. 

Besides a refresher course in conduc¬ 
ting, each bandmaster will be given a 
class in orchestration, and basic lessons 
in the band instruments which may bn 
unfamiliar to them. Captain F. M. Mc¬ 
Leod Calgary will be in charge of this 
department. He is also Deputy Director 
of the Clinic. 

Two groups of children have been or¬ 
ganized to act as demonstration classes 
in “Beginning Band” and “Pre-Instru¬ 
mental Training”. These children, from 
Olds, will be taught by Mr. L. W. Echols 
of Elkhart, Indiana. None of the chil¬ 
dren have any previous knowledge of 
instrumental playing, and Mr. Echols 
will demonstrate their progress at the 
public concert to be given at the end of 
the Clinic. Bandmasters will attend 
these daily demonstrations as observers. 


These classes are designed to acquaint 
them with modern teaching methods, 
and should be of value in their work 
among young children. We are grateful 
to Mr. George Talbot, Recreation Direc¬ 
tor, Olds for his cooperation in organiz¬ 
ing the demonstration groups. 

Professor Leif I. Christianson of 
Moorhead, Minnesota, will be in charge 
of conducting sessions, and responsible 
for the training of the Clinic Band. 


Instrumentalists will receive a daily pri¬ 
vate lesson from one of the professional 
instructors engaged for the Clinic. 

A final concert will be held at 8:00 
p.m. in the School of Agriculture Aud¬ 
itorium. It is hoped that the Provincial 
Secretary, the Honourable A. Russell 
Patrick, and the Deputy Provincial Sec¬ 
retary, Mr. E. R. Hughes will attend.

I am a young man eighteen years of 
age, confined to my bed and wheelchair. 
This is the result of a hunting accident 
which happened when I was ten years 
old. 

My father was a man fond of all 
sports, especially hunting. One evening 
he asked me if I would come along on 
a hunting expedition the following day. 

Mother protested, but iDad assured her 
she had nothing to fear as he knew how 
to handle firearms. 

Father and I set out on our jaunt 
bright and early We walked along chat¬ 
ting happily until we came to some 
dense bushes and then proceeded more 
quietly. Soon we heard a rustle in the 
bushes and Father took a quick step

Drama Supervisor Jack McCreath has 
just returned from his fifth annual trek 
to Jasper to produce the highly success¬ 
ful “JASPER STORY”. 

Mr. McCreath reports that the 10- 
night run of this unique all-Canadian 
show played to the usual large houses 
and fine weather, although fire fighting 
in the valleys near by sometimes cut 
into his acting cast. Eighty people were 
involved in the project. This is Mr. 
McCreath’s last year as Director, and the 
Jasper community will be looking else¬ 
where this winter for someone to take 
on the work which Mr. McCreath, after 
five summers, has had to relinquish. 

forward. He stumbled and fell; then I 
felt a piercing pain shoot across the 
lower part of my back. I lost conscious¬ 
ness. 

Later I found myself in a hospital 
room. Attempting to turn over, I real¬ 
ized it was impossible to move my legs. 
The bullet had scraped my spine, in¬ 
juring a nerve which left the lower 
half of my body paralyzed. Father had 
forgotten to put the safety catch on the 
gun so when he fell, the rifle had dis¬ 
charged. 

I spent many months in the hospital 
and underwent surgery several times, 
but nothing could be done for me. I 
am now an invalid for life. 

My father’s hair is now white and his 
step is slow even though he is still young. 
Many times I hear him say, “Why was 
I not more careful? My carelessness did 
this to my son.” 

Though at times I am lonely and wish 
I could participate in the activities of 
other young people, I am grateful to be 
alive. I hope this accident which hap¬ 
pened to me has helped make many 
sportsmen and those who use firearms 
pay more heed to recreation safety rules. 
Careful observance of these could pre¬ 
vent similar unnecessary tragedies.
